GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

John Hines was up from the Bennings track 
yesterday, where he is wintering a string of 
horses, to attend the Rancocas sale of 2-year- 
olds. He reports that about one hundred horses 
are wintering at the Bennings and Ivy City 
tracks. Adam Beck, the Canadian turfman, is 
quartered at the latter course with Wadsworth, 
South Africa and a number of others. J. O. 
Gray is also at Ivy City with Old Saugus, Alice 
Farley and a string of six or eight additional 
ones. 

Among others Mr. Hines has under his care 
Brisk, Passover, Handpress and some eight or 
nine 2-year-olds. Ho states that the Bennings 
track has been in condition for galloping nearly 
all winter, but nothing has yet been attempted 
beyond slow exercise. The horses there are in 
good Ijiealth and condition, but not any more 
forward than those in the vicinity.— Morning 
Telegraph. 

Marplot proved himself a dead game colt in 
his memorial two-mile race with Judge Denny, 
as the following extract from the San Francisco 
^Chtonicle’s description of the race shows : 

“Marplot was naturally sent to the front to 
cut out the pace, but he did not open as big a 
gap as many people had anticipated. The first 
mile was negotiated in l:42i, with Marplot less 
than two lengths in front of Collins, while Judge 
Denny was only half a length behind the latter 
horse. Thorpe sent Judge Denny after Marplot 
along the back stretch, but the latter colt was 
still full of run, and a gallant battle for suprem- 
acy ensued. Neck and neck Marplot and Judge 
Denny raced to the head of the stretch, the 
spectators displaying the greatest interest in 
the struggle. ‘Judge Denny wins!’ ‘Marplot 
wins ! ’ were the exclamations of the excited 
multitude as the bay colt and the black horse 
disputed every yard of ground. Under Thorpe’s 
hard riding Judge Denny drew away in the last 
sixteenth of a mile after one of the best two- 
mile races even seen in this country.” 

The most remarkable weather has prevailed 
at Singerly during the past week. The sight of 
bookmakers working in their shirt sleeves was 
not so remarkable as the number of wasps, 
swarmed from their nests in the eaves of the 
grand stand, flying about recklessly and keep- 
ing spectators constantly on the dodge. Flies 
there were without number, and the man who 
dared to keep on his overcoat was regarded 
with astonishment. The weather is remarkable 
all the more because only a week ago a howling 
blizzard was sweeping the track with such bit- 
terness as to keep every one under cover. — New 
York World.

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 16.— The bright sun- 
shine of the warm spring days brings the horses 
out in big numbers at Montgomery Park, and 
training is going on in earnest. Ornament has 
set the work mark— a quarter in 231. His 
muscles are already hard and firm. Lieber 
Karl has worked three-quarters in 1 :20 and 
Algol a half in 511. It is common for two-year- 
olds to work a quarter in 24 seconds. 

All of E. S. Gardner & Son’s horses are now at 
the track except Bangle. Trainer Marklein 
says this good colt hurt himself badly at the 
farm and may not be raced for some time. 
Fully 400 horses are at the track. 

Not a single kick has been registered against 
the Montgomery Handicap weights. Owners 
and trainers concede it to be a fair impartial 
allotment of weight, and the largest field that 
has yet faced a starter for that event is ex- 
pected. Ulysses is the latest arrival. He looks 
like a different horse, and trainer Blum says he 
will be “some pumpkins” to beat in the handi- 
cap. Last year he won it in a gallop with 104 
pounds up to Meadowthorpe’s 106. 

James B. Gray, of Galen fame, has arrived 
from Sturgeon, Mo., with ten horses. The Cana- 
dian contingent left Toronto last Sunday and 
are daily expected at the track.

Volley 
was thiid to Howard Mann and Lake Shore 
in last year’s Brooklyn Handicap, and but for 
his infirm forelegs, would probably have ranked 
well up in the records of horsedom. 

It is even money that Fleur de Lis can run a 
mile over the Oakland track with 100 pounds on 
her back in 1 :38. If a trial against time should 
be arranged the association could afford to 
hang up a suitable purse and trophy, as it 
would prove a great attraction.
